The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The closest prior art of record issued to Segal fails to teach or suggest a portable 
telephone apparatus comprising an antenna, a microphone, a telephone control unit, a chargeable 
battery, a storage unit for storing a compressed music data, a data restoration unit for 
reproducing the music signal, and a mixing unit, wherein the telephone control unit for 
modulating a voice signal received from the microphone and outputting the modulated signal to 
the antenna and modulating a radio signal received through the antenna to extract a demodulated 
voice signal; and the mixing unit for mixing the demodulated voice signal with the reproduced 
music signal to produce a mixture signal that is output to the speaker as cited in claims 1 and 25; 
and for including two mixing means for producing a first and second mixture signal as in claims
